Chair­ 
man Foss of Illinois and Mr. Padgett 
of Tennessee of the naval committee 
made exhaustive speeches justifying 
the action of the committee in report­ 
ing what they characterized as a con­ 
servative naval programme for the 
next fiscal year. 
Messrs. Favrot of 
Louisiana, McKinley and Knowland of 
California pleaded for a navy of such 
size as to be capable of upholding at 
all times the turner of the country at 
home and abroad, while Mr. Barthold 
of Missouri advocated a halt in naval 
Increase and the substitution tor it of 
arbitration in matters of international 
disputes. 
Many other speeches were made un­ 
der the order of general debate on 
the naval bill, but they were on other 
subjects. 
The list included Messrs. 
Webb of North Carolina, who favored 
the refutation of intersta'e tragic in 
Intoxicating liquors; Lamar of Mis­ 
souri, who wanted a stricter Sunday 
observance law for the District of Co­ 
lumbia; Touvelle of Ohio, who plead­ 
ed for a monument to the men under 
Generals St. Clair and Wayne who 
fell in battles against the Indians; 
Perkins of New York, who desired free

legation buildings 
abroad, and Mr. Aiken of South Caro­ 
lina, who pleaded for a refund of the 
cotton tax.
